May Get “S” Flag 
For Scrap Collection 
Says County Chairman 


Chairman Kenneth Meyers of 
the Salvage campaign in the coun- 
ty is obtaining certified certifi- 
cates from the various town 
chairmen of salvage committees 
stating the amount of scrap ma- 
terials accumulated, in order to 
eecure for the county and its 
towns, the award of the “S” flag 
in the salvage war effort. Pre- 
liminary reports give an estimate 
of about 100 pounds of scrap for 
every ccunty resident. 

Northfield has a fine record and 
may lead the county on a_ per 
capita basis, due largely to the ef- 
forts of Luckey O. Clapp, our 
present town chairman. The ac- 
cumulated scrap at the Town Hall 
and at the Bookstore, necently 
sold to Julius Blassburg of Tur- 
ners Falls by the local committee 
is now being hauled away and is to 
be Icaded on cars for the large 
stee] mills to aid the war in pro- 
duction. 

The ‘“S” flag if awarded will 
probably fly from the Court 
House in Greenfield first, but it is 
hoped that it will also be priv- 
ileged to fly on the staffs of the 
Town Halls in the various county 
communities, especially in North- 
field where all who had a part in 
the local salvage campaign may 
see it. 


Seminary Book Week 
Noted Author Here 


David Morton, well known con- 
temporary American poet and lec- 
turer, will greet Northfield stu-

The Schools are fortunate to be 
in capable hands during this 
emergency. Mr. John L. Grandin, 
Chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees, has not only been a member 
of the Board for many years but 
has had wide experience as a 
businessman and as a Trustee of 
other institutions. Dr, William 
E. Park, President of the Schools, 
has in a little over two years won 
the complete confidence of the 
Trustees and the Schools staff 
through his able handling of the 
institution’s affairs~ and has also 
won a_ host of new friends for 
Northfield through the outside 
speaking for which he is in such 
great demand. Other members of 
the capable Board- of Trustees 
give generously of their time and 
ability to Schoo] affairs, while 
members of the operating staff are 
not only loyal and efficient in 
carrying out School duties, but 
are giving large amounte of time 
and energy to war activities, 
such as, Red Cross, Civilian De- 


fense, War Savings and other 
activities. 
In a sense The Northfield 


Schools are always on a war ba- 
sis. This is one of the very few 
larger educational institutions: in 
which the students do all their 
own housekeeping. In addition, 
student labor runs the Mount 
Hermon farm and laundry. With 
the exception of the supervisors 
and a few specialists, the Schools 
employ relatively few workers 
who might othérwise be in indus- 
try. 

Nevertheless, both Hermon boys 
and Seminary girls have since 
Pearl Harbor been eager to have 
a larger part in the war effort 
then merely doing their usual 
jobs, important as these are in 
releasing manpower for war work. 
With the opening of school in 
September, opportunities for this 
service began to open im earnest. 
At the Seminary, under the gu- 
pervision of the Principal, Mise 
Mira B. Wilson, a new organiza- 
tion has recently been formed, 
appropriately called the War In- 
itiative at Northfield Seminary, 
and this of course has been short- 
ened to WINS. All war activities 
at the Schoola will be under the 
supervision of this group. Among 
the activities; already operating 
are the Band-Aides, whose pur- 
pose it is to roll bandages for the 
Red Cross; the Ground Crew, a 
group which has already done an 
excellent job on the campus, 
moving and raking: the War Sav- 
ings Committee, a very active 
group conducting a weekly war 
savings day and planning even 
greater activities in thie impor- 
tant phase of the war effort; the 
Salvage and Conservation Group,
